THE CITY COUNCIL AND 
PUBLICITY. 


_ An explanation or decision 
given by Mayor MacKenzie at 
Monday evening’s meeting of the 
city council defined the attitude 
of the present council  to- 
wards the press, or in other words 
toward the publicity of public 
affairs. Last week for the first 
time in history a representative 
of the\reading public was admit- 
ted to a committee of the whole 
meeting ot the city council, but 
with no definite understanding 
as to whether the publication of 
the transactions of the committee 
would be considered a breach of 
faith. Alderman Boyle referred 
to this aspect, of the case on 
Monday evening, when he 
voted against the motion to go 
into committee of the whole if 
this meant retirement from the 
council chamber to which the 
public were admitted. His 
Worship laid down the rule that 
such publication or non-publica- 
tion rested with the papers and 
not with the council. The stat- 
ment, finding no dissenting voice 
at the board, evidenced the will- 
ingness of the council that the 
business of the public should be 
conducted in as public manner 
as possible or wise. 

Rightly or otherwise it has 
been admitted heretofore that the 
council had the right by resolv- 
ing into committee of the whole 
tO retire from the public and 
thresh out details in private, the 
report of the committee being 
afterwards accepted by the coun- 
cil sitting assuch. The members 
of the present council have not 
raised the question of the validity 
of this custom but courteously 
extended the disputed privilege. 
Circumstances may occasionally 
arise when the interests of justice, 
fairness, or public welfare, may be 
better served by a temporary or 
partial reservation of details but 
the exception is rare enough to 
confi m the contrary rule. 

The action of the council is the 
establishment of a _ precedent 
which future bodies will hardly 
care to violate. The public has 
a deeply rooted belief that the 
people should know how the busi- 
ness of the people is being con- 
ducted and may be relied upon 
to look other than favorably upon 
any proposal tending to make a 
commitiee chamber the tomb 
whence no detail returns.

Synoposis of Regulations for Disposal 
of Minerals on Dominion Lands in 
Manitoba, the Northwest Territories 
and the Yukon Territory 


Ceal.—Caal lands may be purchas- 
ed at $10 per acre for soft wal, 
and $20 for anthracite, Not more 
than 320 acres can be acquired by 
one individual or company. Royalty 
at the rate of 10 certs per ton of 
2000 pounds shall be collected on the 
gross output. 

Quaritz.—Person® of eighteen years 
and over and joint stock companies 
holding free miners’ certificates, may 
obtair ‘entry for mining location. 

A free miner's certificate is grant- 


ed for ofe or more years, not exceed- 
ing five, upon payment in advance 


of $7.50 per annum for an ndivi- 
dual. and from $50 to$i@@ per an- 
num for a company, according to 
cagital.. 

A free miner, having .discovered mi- 
nera! in place, may locate a claim 
1,500 by 1,500 feet by marking oat 
the same with two legal posts bear- 
ing location notices, one at sach 
en’ of the line of the lede or vein. 

The claim may be recorded withie 
fifteen days if located within ten 
miles of @ mining recorder’s office, 
one additional day allowed for every 
additional ten miles or fraction.
